CCRT for five years and until 
recently, when she and her 
husband adopted a rescue 
dog, there are currently three 
canines living at her farm on 
Bowen Road. 

To continue, she needed 
this by-law to be amended. 

Her property is a 23-acre 
hobby farm and has several 
areas, fenced off and secures 
for dogs to roam freely. 

"It's perfect for rehabilitat¬ 
ing dogs," she said at 
Tuesday's meeting. 

Since starting her mission 
five years ago, she has fos¬ 
tered 20 canines that were 
given another lease on life, 
thanks to the time at her 
farm. 

"That's 20 dogs that would 
have been destroyed or not 
found loving homes," she 
said. 

The CCRT is privately 
funded and relies on dona¬ 
tions and fundraising from 
its members. Anyone who 
applies to take a foster dog 


into their home, is certainly 
asked questions about the 
quality of life they are able to 
provide too. 

"Our potential adopters go 
through a rigorous screening 
process," said Bremner. 

She says the decision 
made by council to grant her 
request is gratifying and that 
she will continue to do what 
she loves, saving animals. 

"I'm really lucky I have the 
time, the space, dedication 
and finances to follow my 
dream of saving rescue dogs, 
one at a time." 

After a handful of minor 
questions raised by mem¬ 
bers of council, Ward 1 Coun. 
Stephen Passeo told Bremner 
that he was impressed with 
the amount of information 
and research she provided in 
her presentation. 

"You could probably run 
not just a dog rescue opera¬ 
tion, but a clinic on how to 
change a by-law in the Town 
of Fort Erie," said Passero.

Anyone hoping to take 
advantage of the recent by¬ 
law amendment must live 
on a agriculturally zoned 
property. They must also be 
a member of a registered 
dog-rescue organization 
and are not allowed to 
exceed having two addition¬ 
al rescue dogs, if there are 
already three who call the 
property their home. 

Before a dog is fostered at 
a local rural home, 
all dogs have to be 
spayed and neu¬ 
tered and must be 
vaccinated and on 
heartworm medi¬ 
cation. The dog 
must also have a 
microchip 
implanted, prior 
to adoption.

On Tuesday, the Korean 
War veteran, who celebrat¬ 
ed his 80th birthday the 
day prior to witnessing 
Prince Charles participate 
atthe 1812Commemorative 
Military Muster at Fort York 
Armoury, was joined by 
Niagara Falls residents 
Daniel Rodrique and Mike 
Blais for the event. 

It was the first time Daley 
had ever been close to roy¬ 
alty. 

“It would have been nice 
if we had the opportunity 
to talk or to say a few words 
even, but I'm just very, very 
happy to have been select¬ 
ed to go,” said Daley, the 
president of the Korean 
War Veterans Association. 
“It’s a once-in-a-lifetime 
thing I think and it was 
great to see them.” 

More than 1,000 people 
packed the armoury, 
including Prince Charles 


and his wife, Camilla, the 
Duchess of Cornwall, Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper, 
Minister of National 
Defence Peter MacKay and 
Canadian Forces Defence 
Staff Chief Walter 
Natynczyk, to honour the 
relationship of the Royal 
Family to Canadian regi- 

While the prince and the 
duchess only walked with¬ 
in 10 feet of the three local 
men and no official recog¬ 
nition was given, Daley 
said he took solace in the 
fact the Royal Couple 
looked his way as they 
stood in single file with 
other Korean War veter- 

Rodrique, producer of 
the documentary series 
The Veterans, said it was 
his first run-in with royalty 
as well. 

"You could tell by their 
body language and how 
they carried themselves 
they were very down to 
earth. They were very 
friendly, nothing preten¬ 
tious about them, and they 
had that warmth to them 


which was quite refresh¬ 
ing.” 

Blais, president and 
founder of the Canadian 
Veterans Advocacy, said he 
felt honoured to be part of 
the celebrations.

were found, which prompt¬ 
ed the Town of Fort Erie to 
call in someone with the 
proper background to take 
over the dig. 

Dr. Ron Williamson— 
who is known locally for 
his investigation of other 
archeological sites in 
Niagara— and his team 
from Archeological Services 
Inc., in Toronto were called 
in to investigate the site. 

Alexis Dunlop and 
Johanna Kelly were part of 
the archeological team that 
surveyed the site. 

After the initial discov¬ 
ery, Dunlop says the team 
investigated the surround¬ 
ing area to search for other 
remains, and the team 
eventually found nine other 
skeletal remains. 

After the investigating 
was completed, the skele¬ 
tons underwent an analy¬ 
sis, which determined that 
the remains are believed to 
be members of the Otway- 
Page family, who were early 
settlers to the area. 

The analysis determined 
the remains were buried 
some time between 1806 
and 1852, says Dunlop. 

Not much can be known 
about the identities of the 
remains that were found, 
but with the help of a histo¬ 
rian, a lot of research, and 
historical records from 
local residents and muse¬ 
ums, “we do know a little 
bit about these people,” 
says Kelly.

Ninety years for 
Cherry Hill Club 


This year marks an excit¬ 
ing milestone for the Cherry 
Hill Club as they celebrate 
the 90th Anniversary of the 
founding of the club. 

The season’s first golf tour¬ 
nament took place last 
Saturday, with an opening 
ceremony designed to com¬ 
memorate the 90th 
Anniversary. This celebra¬ 
tion has been named "History 
on the Hill” and many events 
this season have been 
planned to commemorate 
the anniversary and the 
Club’s rich history as the host 
of a number of professional 
tournaments.

A lot can be learned 
about a person—how 
strong they were, their 
health and the type of life¬ 
style they led— just by 
examining their bones, 
Kelly says. 

And even those these 
people have long since 
passed, it’s important to 
learn as much as possible 
about them, Kelly adds. 

“When these types of 
situations come up, it’s 
important to treat the 
remains with respect 
because they are people. 
They are someone’s par¬ 
ents, someone’s parents, 
and someone’s ancestors.” 

Through research, Ruth 
Schinkel learned that 
somewhere down the line, 
she is related the remains 
of the people that were 
unearthed almost two 
years ago. 


She, along with a small 
group of other living 
descendents attended the 
small ceremony for the 
pioneers. 

Schinkel attended the 
internment because she 
wanted to show respect for 
her family, even though 
she never met them. 

“I don’t want to put a 
family member to rest 
without family being there 
for them.” 

Deb Sherk, also a direct 
descendent of the Otway- 
Page family, says she came 
to show respect for the pio¬ 
neers who helped to shape 
Fort Erie. 

Through the years, the 
town has changed so 
much, the pioneers who 
settled in the area would 
hardly recognize it, says 
Sherk. 

“I would just like to tell 
these people that Point 
Abino is still here.”

Joel Mueller had just 
broken the District School 
Board of Niagara Zone 3 
midget boys’ pole vault 
record, and yet he was 
nearly emotionless. 

Despite the fact Mueller 
jumped 3.30 metres — bet¬ 
ter than last year’s midget 

all he could muster was a 
Barry Horowitz-like self- 
congratulatory back slap. 

The 14-year-old from 
Ridgeway Crystal Beach 
High School school doesn’t 
want to get too high on 
himself, unless it involves 
a pole and a bar. 

“It’s quite a bit,” he con¬ 
ceded when asked about 
his winning jump. “I prob¬ 
ably could have made 3.40, 
but I’m tired.’’ 

Earlier in the Zone 2/3 
championships Tuesday at 
the Niagara Olympic Club 
in St. Catharines, Mueller 
finished second in both 
the 100-metre dash (12.76 
seconds) and javelin (37.04 
metres). 

“I expected I’d (finish) 
somewhere in the top 
spots, but I didn’t think I’d 
do that good,” he said. 

He’ll go to the Southern 
Ontario Secondary Schools 
Association champion¬ 
ships next Thursday for all 
three events, but none will 
draw as much attention as 
the pole vault. 

“It’s cool breaking a 
record. I never thought I 
could do it," he said. “I 
gotta keep it up, so I should 
be jumping (at least) 3.30 
next week.” 

Mueller started pole 
vaulting a year ago after 
watching his older brother 
Kaleb. He immediately 
took to the sport and con¬ 
tinued practising when he 
started high school. 

“My goal at the begin¬ 
ning of the year was three 
metres,” Mueller said. 
“Once I made that the first 
time (3.10 at the first invi- 


up." 

Mueller jumped a 
respectable yet personally 
disappointing 2.80 in the 
second invitational meet. 

The warm temperatures 
Tuesday helped Mueller 
relax mentally and, more 
importantly, physically. 
His muscles were loose, 
which allowed him to soar 
during the competition. 

Mueller made 3.30 on 
his first attempt but 
couldn't clear 3.40 after 
three tries. Mueller has 
minimal time to meet his 
new goal as he attempts to 
qualify for OFSAA region¬ 
al and OFSAA. 

“I was pretty close but I 
hit (the bar) on the way 
up,” he said. “I think I gotta 
train lots and work on my 
form. I gotta be upside 
down as I go over. It’s real¬ 
ly hard for me.” 

The top five individuals 
and relays in each event 
qualify for SOSSA.

POTENTIALLY INVASIVE 
HORTICULTURAL PLANTS 

Many of these plants may first appear as welcome ad¬ 
ditions to your garden but have the potential to become 
unwieldy and aggressive. Some examples are; 

Yellow Iris - This showy cream to yellow flower spreads 
by roots and seeds. 

Lily-of-the-Valley - This groundcover, which has white 
flowers, spreads by roots and should be kept away from 
natural areas. 

Goutweed- A groundcover with white and green vegeta- 
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
